Dear Wiley: 

We have your letter of the 9^11 v;ith sketch showing new 
scrip designs in compliance with our new state law. 



We have considered very thoroughly your suggestion of 
using only one set of dollars, but do not seem to satisfy our¬ 
selves that it will entirely meet requirements and eliminate 
disputes. We are unable to see how the amount of credit as 
shown on our pay rolls could be used to determine whether or 
not any amount of scrip in possession of the employee is or is 
not redeemable on a certain date; for instance, John Jones 
might present $ 2^,00 in scrip on a regular pay day and demand 
the cash. Our pay roll may show that he had not drawn any scrip 
in the current pay, consequently, it would be reasonable for us 
to believe that the scrip in his possession was drawn in the 
previous pay, which legally would make it redeemable on the pay 
day presented. You can see how easy it would be for John Jones 
to have had another employee draw this amount of scrip to be 
presented for redemption by himself, knowing that we would have 
no evidence against him that the scrip was not due, as afore 
stated, our pay roll did not show that John Jones had drawn scrip 
since the previous pay. Of course, scrip is non-transferable, 
but when this is practiced between employees we have no evidence 
on which to refuse redemption. In this case we would liave no 
argmnent under the law and would be compelled to cash the scrip. 
After John Jones had received the cash, he could easily draw scrip 
against his own account and reimburse the employee from whom he 
had borrov/ed it. 




V/e feel that is is absolutely necessary tliat the scrip be 
self-identifying as to the due date, and in the absence of the 
issuing date we can see no other way of eliminating possible dis¬ 
putes than to alternate the dollars and issue one color the 
first half and another color the last half. V/e do not consider 
it necessary to show on the dollars the wording ’’Unspent portion”, 
which you show on your sketch. Instead of this v/ording we would

prefer-one set of tlie dollars "First balf" and the other set 
"Last half".

We are pleased to acknowledge receipt of your metal scrip order Wo, 57545, 
but regret to have to adviae that wo are not permitted to make any deliveries 
of metal scrip except on orders bearing a rating of A-1 J or better, but with 
this kind of rating we could make iamediate delivery* 

For the past several months tre have been able to furnish items made of non- 
ferrous metals on orders with priority ratings as low as A—10, but several 
weeks ago the TVar Production Board raised the rating from A-10 to A-1 J or 
better. 

We, of course, thought of the in^wi^^nce of coal production and street rail¬ 
way transportation to the war effort and we filed an appeal with the W.P.B^ 
for a permit to contime making such items as metal scrip and metal fare 
tokens on orders bearing priority ratings as lijw as A-10, but our appeal was 
finally denied. 

The only thing that we have to suggest Is scrip made of hard vulcanized fibre. 
We have been supplying sales tax tokens made of tills material to various 
states for the past several monthsi whereas all sales tax tokens were formerly 
made of metal — mostly alumimm. The wearing qualities of hard vulcanized 
fibre have proven very good. It, of course, is not equal to metal, but in all 
probability will last for the duration of the war. 

As to price of fibre scrip, we have prepared a new graduated price list, wliich 
will show the average cost of scrip to be about Z0% below the cost of metal 
scrip. However, on the initial order tiiere will be an extra die charge of $5. 
for each denomination. This is because a new set of dies will be req^iired, 
Which will have to be cut much deeper than your dies that were used for metal. 

We are prepared to furnish fibre scrip in either green or red and it will be 
made in the same sizes as previously furnished in metal. Therefore, all Coal 
Companies having Scrip Issuing Hsgisters will be able to issue metal and fibre 
tokwis mechanloally, same as before.
